to continue these results. ~~ Tsp#ak of 
a system which is followed in one case 
by Mr. Swansen, who is especially an 
agent for the immigration of Scandin- 
yians, mote particularly of Swedish 
pcople. He is an enthusiast on the 
subject. Ths system of work is to go 
to the colonies of his countrymen in the 
United Siates and deai with the peo- 
ple personally and individually. He 
‘oes nov induce or ask any man tocome 
whom he does fot consider a desirable 
se.iler. Then, when he gathers to- 
geiher os large a party as he can han- 
dle well, he accompanies them right te 
the ground where he intends to locate 
ihem, he sees them located, takes an 
interest in them while they are prepar- 
ng their new homes, and goes back 
for another party. That may seem a 
slow process of inducing immigration: 
but I may tell the House that, as the 
resolt of the work of that one man 
applied in that way, there have been 
added to the population of the district 
which I represent, some ten of Yifteen 
thousand people, ali of a character 
which dees not admit of any question 
—iutelligent. --energ-tic enterprising 
people. people fui: of che highesc aspir- 
aitons of eivilizaf.ou. Anotber genile- 
man who carries on much the same 
work, is Mr. Adamion, who goes to 
Sco lend, selects his -peoplé there, 
brings itbem out, places them and goes 
back for-more. What I suggest is 
that this system of selected i:mmigra- 
ion be extended and expanded, and be 
dep-nded upon for the filing up o! our

with satisfactory administration and 
with a sound policy for the develop 
ment of our country, will bring as 
many immicranis as we ean handle 
from year to year, aS many as we can 
assimilate [rom year, to year, aS many
